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PROBLEMS OF 
LONELINESS 

MIGRATION authorities in Holland, 
it was announced rexendy, arc 
worried about Dutch migrants here. 

Their special concern is for Dutch 
bachelors who are so distracted by lone- 
liness when they come to Australia that 
they buy themselves powerful motor- 
cycles on which they fly round the 
countryside at great risk to life and limb. 

// they had girl friends, the authorities 
say, these flying Dutchmen would settle 
down into sober-sided citizens minus 
motor-bikes. 

The question of whether or not young 
men buy motor- hikes seems at first sight 
a somewhat trivial matter for official con- 
cent. But there's nothing trivial about 
the reason for bike-buying — loneliness. 

Only those who have experienced it 
appreciate fully the tragedy of loneliness. 
Thousands of native Australians know 
only too well the aching emptiness of 
being always alone. 

For migrants, unfamiliar with the lan- 
guage and customs of the country, the 
emptiness is even worse. It's a problem 
which should concern Australians even 
more than it concerns the Dutch. 

A lonely and unhappy new settler is 
unlikely to become a good citizen. Anti- 
social hahifs develop quickly among those 
who fed themselves unwanted and 
neglected. 

It's tkt responsibility of all Australians 
to remove this feeling of neglect by hold- 
ing out a welcoming hand to migrants. 

This doesn't mean marrying your 
daughter off to the first sad-eyed Dutch- 
man you see on a motor-bike, but it does 
mean some personal effort. 

There are already a number of clubs 
and societies designed for bringing to- 
gether old and new citizens. Joining one 
of these, or forming one where none 
exists, is one step in the direction of 
making migrants feel at home and wean- 
ing them away from melancholy and 
motor-bikes.

ment But in the street — no. 

I like To see women dressed 
well, but not sensationally. For 
that matter, I always feet a 
little rmharrassed when 1 see 
a man overdressed, or behav- 
ing loudly. 

This feeling of embarrass- 
ment Ls ten times worse when 
a woman is doing the over- 
dressing and overbehaving. 

I once read, somewhere, 
something to the effect lhat 
the depth of a woman's 
despair was in direct propor- 
tion to the depth of her dernl- 
Irlage. In other words, that 
the mure desperate she is to 
get a man, the more revealing 
her dress. 

Now. isn't there a lot in 
that? 

And here's something that 
women won't always allow.

"Yon will understand how 
much 1 love coming to Aus- 
tralia when I tell you that 
on a per capita basis she is 
the world'' largest doom rci 
the United Nation* Chil- 
dren's Fund." Mrs. 
B'>k-Holmes said. 

The lurid, known as 
L'NICEF, was estab- 
lished In 1946 to care 
for needy children in 
war-devastated coun- 
tries. Since then it 
has helped more than 
80,000,000 children 
with (nod, drugs, .md 

Ii« .il treatment. 

One of the most 
touching experir'iirrt 
Mrs. rkik-Holme* re- 
call! happened in 
Yugoslavia m 19+9 
when she visited _j 
home for war orphan*. I 

"I I was rather a 
fancy orphanage be- '. 
cause it wan formerly B, 
a hunting lodge be- 
longing to King 
Peter." she told me. 
"liut the children were 
pathetically under - 
nourished When 1 
arrived a little boy 
called Milan ramr up 
and spoke lo me in 
Yugoslav, Hr had ,i 
peg leg, and I thought 
he wai about nine. I was hop- 
nhed when they told me he 
was |i. 

" k T hen my interpreter said 
that Milan was asking use to 
be his 'mother' for the day. 
He was so starved lor parental 
affection that he asked any 
visitor to be his mother or 
father. You ran imagine that 
I agreed very ptnmptly. 

"Milan just took me over 
and showed me round the 
place. He was with me all day 
until late in the afternoon. 
Then he disappeared, and 
after i Little while the nurte 
said he wanted me to stay 
to supper. 

"1 was not willing to use 
up their precious food, but 
when she urged me to stay 1 
finally shared the black bread 
and lard that was their even- 
ing meal. 

"After the meal Milan got 
up and read in his own lan- 
guage two poems he had writ- 
ten tn me — mnitly about rny 
big mouth and leelhl 

"Then he handed me n 
brown paper package, saying 
through the interpreter that 
he wanted me to take these 
'lilies 1 to Ihe children who had 
sent powdered milk to save 
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the lives of Yugoslav chil- 
dren. 

"The pared contained only 
weeds, but in the child's imag- 
ination they were kities — tbr 
loveliest thing he could offer." 

Mrs, Bole-Holmes had an- 
other unusual experience when 
shr visited the village of Beit 
Safafa on the border between 
Israel and Jordan. 




sir*, timer Hoh-ftutmet. 

"The villagers were very 
poor and hungry, but the 
women bad never seen a mir- 
ror in their lives and when 
we showed them some thev 
were completely fascinated," 
the said. "They were more in- 
terested in the mirrors than 
the food." 

Mrs, Bok-Holmes, who has 
been liaison offirer at UN 
headquarters in New York for 
eight years, has ^pent much 
of that time travelling in 
under-developed countries to 
see the UNICEF work in 
progress, 

"You wouldn't be surprised 
that t feel so dedicated to the 
work if you saw thr. children 
I have seen," Mrs. Bok- 
Holmes told me. "They need 
help so badly that we can 
never do enough for them. I 
believe that giving them a 
chance to become healthy, 
normal adults is the hrst way 
of ensuring world peace. 

"For instance, 1 taw in 
Korea what goodwill Australia 
has earned by tending pow- 
dered milk to the children 
through UNIQEF. The 
women and children were 
touched and grateful for it." 

Mrs Bok-Hnlrnes began her 
work lor children when her 



husband, the (3tr Colonel Pal- 
mer YV. Holmes, died as a 
result of war .service in the 
Aleutians and the Alaska 
Highway. 

"My hushand was a steel 
man in Illinnis and we planned 
lu adopt two children from an 
orphange near our home." 
said Mrs. Bob -Holmes. 

"One was a little English 
boy and the other a German 
war orphan, but mv husband 
died before he hud signed thr 
final adoption papers. Thai 
meant that 1 could not lake 
the children because Ameri- 
can adoption law does 
not allow them to go 
o one parent. 

"After that I fell I 
Txnast work among chil- 
dren and it turned nut 
that I did — about 3(1 
million of them." 

Grace Bok-Hnlmrs, 
a Ull, handsome 
woman with a gener- 
ous mouth and warm 
brown eyes, always 
wanted to do social 
welfare work. 

She grew up during 
the depression period 
and worked her way 
through a sociology 
course at North-wrs- 
tern University, Illi- 
nois.

Bok-Holmes visited leprosari- 
ums in Nigeria and the Philip- 
pines and was impressed with 
the progress made in treating 
the disease. 

"There is no real cure for 
leprosy yet, but the new sul- 
phuric drugs ore doing won- 
ders/* she said. 

"There are nine hig lepro- 
aariums in the Philippines and 
babies are taken away from 
ihe parents as soon as they are 
born. I saw children from in- 
fants tn teenagers in one 
place and not one showed 
leprosy symptoms." 

When she returns to 
America Mrs. Bok-Holmes 
will marry Mr. Jean W. Bar- 
bey, the American president 
of a leading Swiss shoe manu- 
facturing firm. 

"Our home will he in New 
York, but I am going right on 
with the UNICEF work," said 
Mrs. Bok-Holmes. "Luckily 
my fiance it as interested in 
il as f am and he knows the 
urge in my heart to continue. 
He even will that if UN 
couldn't afford to pay my 
salary he would pay it him- 
self."

Countless acts of shining heroism anil selfless devotion to 
the afflicted by scores of men and women volunteers are the 
glory of the flood disaster. 



4T Maitiand men and 
women have worked 
side by side for daw in 
water and slime, worked 
until they can barely stand, 
yet they Jtaven't learned 
each other's names. 

Thr hrrties were lb* luugh 
lioys from the Newcastle surf 
< lub\ who left their jobs and 
For days on end rowed their 
boali in sodden clothes until 
their hands were red raw from 
oar blisters. 

The heroine* were the 
nurses .md the .NuT ot Mait- 
iand Hospital, some of whom 
notched with dry eyci and 
drj throati a* their own homes 
vwie washed .mas -and th.'O 
knpi on helping to succor the 
tlood victims, 

The surf lifesavcrs in Mart- 
land were real savers of lives. 

They worked at I heir oars 
with handi bandaged in stick- 
ing piaster, so tired that at 
night nurses had to give them 
tablets so they could sleep. 

Cut oft 

JJA1TLAND Hospital, situ- 
ated on high ground but 
cut off from the town by ft 
brown sea of water it mile 
wide and running lit a speed 
of 25 knots, was the focal 
point of the whole flood rescue 
operations in the Maitiand 
district. 

Ai the life-savers and the 
police And soldiers in Army 
clucks plucked drenched, ex- 
hausted Flood victims from 
their homes. Mrs. Joy Wi]. 
liams, the wife of the secre- 
tary of Maitiand Hospital, set 
up a receiving depot at the 
edge of the water near the 
hospital 

She set up her depot in 
Mount Pleasant Street — a 
street that now belies its 
name because it is a street of 
death and destruction — a 
street frnm which at least 15 
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lovely houses have been swept 
away. 

As the boats brought in the 
victims a policeman. an 
ambulnDceman, and four 
nurses working with Mrs. 
Wiliiams wrapped the victims 
in blankets and gave them hot 
tea and biscuits. 

For the first day that was 
all they could give them until 
an ambulance From Cessnnck 
came squelching down through 
thr slime carrying a cargo of 
Ijftfl steamlug hot pics and 
stacks of sandwiches. 

The svomen of Maitiand 
knew that thev had the Rood 
beaten, because dtev knew the 
women of the entire coalfields 
hud got going the way they 
always do when lliere is a 
disaster, linked in a common 
bond to bring relief lo the 
suff erjng. 

( >n Sinn-day from daybreak 
until daek the lifesavcrs 
hrougbt in 353 people from 
rooftops and «ui of trees to 
Mrs. Williams' station. 

Miss Judith Gilmore. of 
Mt. Pleasant Street, helped at 
Mrs. Williams* receiving 
centre while her cousin, Jac- 
queline Gilmore, who is a 
typist on the hospital staff, 
went tn work in the hospital 
as A volunteer nurse. 

BntJi saw Jacqueline's home 
in Mi. Pleasant Street washed 
away. 

Jacqueline saw it from the 
hospital, Though bcr heart 
was rilled with anguish she 
calmly went on with the 
rescue work. 

At the height of the crisis 
of tending flood victims, power 
and water services failed. 

Immediately Matron Hope 
Crull, who wears the Royal 
Red Cross medal, ordered 
nurses and wardsmen to place 
every receptacle in Ihr hos- 
pital, from kidney bowls to 
buckets, on the hospital lawns 
to catch rainwater. 
The water crisis was so 



grave that Matron Crotl and 
her sisters and nurses prayed 
for rain in the middle of Aus- 
tralia's most disastrous Hood. 

Their prayers were answered 
by ram which fell in bucket- 
full. 

Mrs. Williams and Judith 
Gilmore at their receiving 
station went two days without 
a dritlk of water. Then a 
neighbor. Mrs. Kitty McDon- 
ald, brought them a burkrt-

All over the Maitbnd area 
the flood caused men and 
women to forget their normal 
duties and work day and night 
helping to get relief through. 

Bakers in the coalfield towns 
worked round the clock turn- 
ing out bairhei of bread. 

Wives of dairy farmers from 
all round Maitiand drove milk 
to Maitiand abattoirs, the only 
place left in Maitiand, apart 
(rom the hospital, with re- 
frigeration. 

Mr. Harris, a Joint Coa! 
Board engineer from Gessnoik, 
And men from Caledonia Col- 



liers yol elertric cables From 
the colliery and tapped high- 
tension wires near Maitiand 
Hospital to provide it with 
[Jower. 

As a result of their hercu- 
lean efforts, ihe hospital, which 
Eg kJJ electric and which with- 
out power is inert, was onls 
out of action for aboul four 
hours. 

For hundreds of Maitiand 
women a week or longer will 
pass before they can get back 
into the slime-filled shambles 
that until lasl Friday were 
their homes. 

They accept the disaster 
with a stoicism that only 
people who have suffered 
calamity can command. 

In Maitiand Hospital I 
talked with a fra.il. shaky 
woman, Mrs, Catherine Man 
Brazier, aO, who was in a gum- 
tree and saw her friend, Mrs, 
Frank Dickson, swept to death. 

JMRL1ER the flood had 
washed away Mrs. Brazier's 
own home — and the home of a 
neighbor, Mr. Stevens, on the 
roof (it which Mrs. Brazier and 
six others had sheltered. 

*I have lost everything; 
simply everything I bad in thr 
world," Mrs, Brazier told me. 

"Yet 1 am lucky to he alive; 
that's all I can think of now." 

Perhaps one can understand 
the utter sincerity of this 
simple statement by the fart 
that while in the tree Mrs.

When a souffle 
is in the biiking-dish and put in the oven, it must 
not be distasted. The oven door should not be 
i>prncd berause the air will stop the souffle from 
rising. 

For rood results follow this recipe from Tony, of 
Sydney's Colony Club. This souffle will serve two, 

Three eggs, \ cup sugar, 1, tahLespoons cocoa, 4 
tablespoon gelatine, 3 tahlMpmns waler. 

Separate the eggs and whip the whites very stiffly. 
Soak the gelatine in a little cold water (1 tablespoon), 
and dissolve the grlatinr by hentlng the water and 
Hclatine over the stove Dissolve the cocoa in two 
tablespoons of cold water.
